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A Call to Action 


The National Conference is a great nation-wide 
instrument through which the social worker se- 
cures clearer vision of standards. A careful study 
of its worth to the social worker in buttressing his 
enthusiasm and clarifying his point of view; to 
the social agency in the building and holding of 
an able staff, would show that this annual session 
is little short of a necessity in the social service 
work of America. Out of this conference have 
come most of the larger developments and reforms 
in public and volunteer welfare service. It is pre- 
eminently the platform upon which ideas and 
schemes are winnowed and from which individuals 
take away new ideas that lead to constructive 
planning. 


In fifty-seven vears the Conference has grown 
from a small group meeting in a single room, to 
an aggregate of 4100 members and at the Boston 
meeting a registration of 5400 from hundreds of 
institutions, actively participating in its discus- 
sions. This seems like a creditable growth; and 
yet the speed of development has lagged far be- 
hind the growth in the number of professional 
social workers. Authentic lists now in the hands 
of the membership committee, show a total of 
more than 20,000 professionals. Each one of these 
persons should be vitally concerned in the progress 
of the Conference; should be a continuing member 
of it; and should participate in its discussions as 
opportunity affords. 


Every person who is professionally engaged in 
social work should consider such a membership 
one of the pre-requisites to good standing in the 
service. In particular it should be understood by 
directors of social work enterprises that welfare 
boards who fail to secure and to hold their insti- 
tutional membership in the National Conference, 
and who do not consider the sending of some one 
& more of their staff each year to the Conference 
a highly profitable investment within their 
budget, are below the position of leadership to 
Which every social agency should aspire. 


One of the important reasons why the present 
membership does not exceed 4100 is that no de- 
termined campaign has been undertaken to place 
the membership where it belongs and to hold it 
there. 

The Executive Committee has authorized a sub- 
committee on membership campaign to make this 
effort. Present plans are developing the terri- 
tory by states and districts with tentative quotas 
for each. Personal contact is to be made with 
every professional social worker ; with every board 
member; and with other citizens especially in- 
terested in welfare work; and regular bi-weekly 
returns of the results made during the campaign. 
It is believed that friendly personal contact with 
every prospect not now a member of the Con- 
ference, will stir up such an interest in the cause, 
that active memberships will be greatly increased, 
and that institutional memberships in particular 
will be rapidly secured. The present goal is for 
10,000 members, which means that 6,000 mem- 
berships must be secured before the campaign 
closes. 

The best friends the Conference has are those 
persons who are already its members. This no- 
tice of our campaign carries a message directly 
to everyone of you whose name appears in the 
following lists. We want each one of you to con- 
tinue your membership next year, and to go after 
at least one new membership. There is hardly 
one among you who is not closely associated with 
some person in the welfare field, or with a board 
of directors who are not members of the Con- 
ference but ought to be. Show your concern for 
the enlargement and development of the National 
Conference by making it a preferred job of your 
docket to go get at least one membership. The 
most effective thing you can do is to convince your 
associates to carry an institutional membership. 
They represent solid support for the Conference. 

We have started on this campaign to win it. 
We look to you to help us with that job.

tions. This operative program wa 


outlined in reports presented to our 


Executive Committee, October 21, 


1928, and June 1, 1929, and wa 
unanimously adopted by the Executive 


Committee. 


The financial program as adopted 
involved a membership Campalyen 
wide proporti ms. We are soundly fo 
tunate in securing the acceptance o 
Mr. Robert W. Kelso to head this 
important undertaking. The cam 
paign was designedly postponed until 
Conference machinery could be per 
fected for the task and certain exi 
ing services improved. The secre 
tary presents a readable and con 
vincing brief in support of change 
and improvements made. While al! 
these things were nicely proceeding 
the unforeseen and devastating de 
pression struck us. This operates t 
enhance the voluntary burden as 
sumed by Mr. Kelso. At the same 
time, it constitutes an appeal to all

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A Statement to Conference 


Members from the 
General Secretary 


Some four years ago the Confer 
ence administration faced three situ 
ations. First, the financial basis of 
the Conference was inadequate to 
meet existing needs, and so unstable 
that it was impossible to plan ahead. 
We had been depending upon certain 
“fat” years when we met in large 
eastern centers to carry us through 
“lean” years when we met in other 
sections of the country. Such an 
economic basis is not satisfactory or 
efficient, and will not permit any 
stable program of activity. 

Second, the Conference machinery 
needed considerable internal reorgani- 
zation in order to carry on at the high- 
est rate of efficiency its existing ac 
tivities. 

Third, the Conference was in 4 
strong position to take on gradually 
new services which would be of great 
benefit to social work as a whole and 
which were logically within the scope 
of the Conference. 

After careful consideration, it was 
decided to postpone any campaign 
for increased membership until after 
the existing machinery of the Con- 
ference had been revamped and cer- 
tain of the existing services of the 
Conference had been improved, using 
a reserve fund to meet any differ- 
ences between income and expenditure 
that might result. During this period 
the entire program building machin- 
ery of the Conference has been re- 
organized so that now there is prac- 
tically no duplication of subject mat- 
ter in Division programs, the way is 
open for the long-range planning of 
programs so necessary for the kind 
of program which the Conference 
should produce each year, and meth- 
ods are being developed to render 
effective assistance to Division Com- 
mittees. A new policy regarding the 
Proceedings of the annual meeting has 
been adopted which has resulted in 
what we believe is a far more useful! 
volume. The relationship of the va 
rious Associate Groups with the Con 
ference proper has been more clearly 
defined and ways and means of closer 
cooperation, particularly in program 
building, developed and_ working. 
Within the office the entire system 
of membership records has been com- 
pletely revised which has helped to 
hold a larger proportion of our mem- 
bers from dropping out, with the re 
sult that during the year 1929, 74.8 
per cent of memberships due during 
that year were renewed. We are 
hoping for an equally good percentage 
for 1930. 

An effort has been made to organize 
more carefully the consultation op- 
portunities at the annual meeting so 
as to make it easier for the delegate 


to get the right kind of individual 
help that he may need. Much time 
has been given to the organization 
of the detailed arrangements at the 
time of the annual meeting so as to 
have a smoothly running session. Lack 
of attention to such details causes 
endless irritation to the attendant and 
seriously reduces his profit from an 
annual meeting. 

At the same time various special 
committees have given careful 
thought and study to other services 
which the Conference needs to develop 
if it is to be of the greatest use 
fulness to social work, and the cost 
of such service has been conserva- 
tively estimated. As a necessary part 
of this study, the whole financial basis 
of the Conference has been thorough- 
ly analyzed by a special Finance Com- 
mittee and policies for the future as 
well as probable expenditures fore- 
cast and presented to and approved 
by the Executive Committee. These 
estimates as to total cost and also 
what share each community through 
out the country might bear have been 
carefully checked with leaders in a 
number of communities. Without ex- 
ception, their response has been that 
the new program is necessary and 
the cost reasonable. 

In a report presented to the Execu 
tive Committee in June, 1929, it was 
pointed out that beginning with the 
fiscal year, June 1, 1930, the Confer- 
ence would either have to reduce its 
present program of activities or else 
increase its membership to carry on 
as at present, a further increase be 
ing necessary before any of the much 
desired newer activities could be as- 
sumed. The Executive Committee 
authorized a membership campaign 
committee to reach our ultimate ob- 
jective, namely a membership of 
10,000 that will produce an income 
of approximately $50,000 per year. 

The immediate task before us is 
to build up the membership of the 
Conference to do two things, first, to 
support the present program of activ- 
ity, and second, to provide income nec- 
essary to establish these newer serv- 
ices. The task can be accomplished, 
and within a reasonable time. Ob- 
viously many organizations which 
earnestly desire to become members 
and thereby support this common ef- 
fort toward better social work, will 
be compelled to postpone their mem- 
bership for some months until the 
pressure of the present situation is 
relieved. But there are agencies in 
most cities which are not members 
that can become so now. The experi- 
ence of the last few months has 
shown beyond doubt that all over 
the country there are many execu 
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tives, staff members and board mem- 
bers who can and will become mem- 
bers if it is called to their atten- 
tion by some friend of the Confer- 
ence. The Conference is the one all- 
inclusive organization in social work. 
Its membership is open to all inter- 
ested in human welfare. 

What are these newer services? 

The program building processes 
must be given more time and care- 
ful consideration if the quality of the 
programs at the annual meeting is 
to continue to uphold the records ot 
the past and reflect the increasing 
efficiency and complexity of modern 
social work. It also requires more 
frequent meetings on the part of the 
Conference Program Committee and 
the development of more effective 
methods of Division Committee work. 
At present a sub-committee of the 
Conference Program Committee is 
canvassing the country to discover 
new fact material, demonstrations, 
experiments and so on, that can con- 
tribute to the Conference programs. 
Another sub-committee is working on 
the problem of so organizing the pro- 
gram as to give the maximum of effi- 
ciency and elasticity with the mini- 
mum of confusion. 

Interpretation of Social Work 

Sufficient experimentation has been 
carried on in the past two years to 
indicate the real possibilities and 
worthwhileness of slowly but surely 
developing a program of national in- 
terpretation of social work. The occa- 
sion of the annual meeting gives a 
wonderful opportunity for national 
publicity in the usual sense. But far 
more important and one requiring 
great skill is that of giving the ma- 
terial presented at the annual meet- 
ing the widest circulation both to the 
social worker on the job and to the 
public that needs to understand bet- 
ter our aims and methods. The Con- 
ference is in a strategic position to 
do this. The Conference Quarterly 
Bulletin needs and will receive at the 
earliest opportunity careful consider- 
ation for such reorganization as may 
be necessary to increase its real use- 
fuiness to the membership of the 
Conference. Frankly, we are not sat- 
isfied with it and haven’t been but 
its improvement has been one of the 
projects that has had to wait a more 
auspicious occasion. 

Service to State Conferences 

The whole question of Conference 
methods is a live one throughout so- 
cial work. Practically all of the forty 
state conferences are striving to de 
velop ways and means of greater use- 
fulness to their own constituency. 
The Conference is appealed to for in- 
formation, help and advice. This is 
real opportunity for a service ena- 
bling state conferences to so strength- 
en themselves as to influence the 
whole field of social work over the 
country. The National Conference is 
in an unusual position to serve as a 
clearing house and to develop a rea! 
service. Plans have been made. All 
that is needed now are the financial 
resources, 
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Committee Service 

For many years the Conference has 
been dependent upon the generosity 
and good-will of most of its committee 
members who pay their own expenses 
when attending committee meetings. 
With an Executive Committee of 
thirty members, it is unfortunately 
true that the only city in the country 
where any considerable proportion cf 
them can meet between annual meet- 
ings is New York City. We should 
be able to make it possible for mem- 
bers in other sections of the country 
to attend the committee meetings re 
gardless of where they are held. 
Other organizations do this. The Con- 
ference ought no longer to deprive 
itself of the valuable contributions 
which each member of the Executive 
Committee can make to the discus- 
sicn of its policies and affairs because 
of the lack of resources to pay part 
or all of necessary travel expenses. 

For the same reason the Confer- 
ence has had to forego many oppor- 
tunities to have on its program out- 
standing leaders from other fields be- 
cause of its inability to pay when 
necessary part or all of the travel ex- 
penses. We ought to be able te 
meet these legitimate charges. 

We have reached a turning point. 
Our National Conference will either 
go backward or forward to greater 
service. The opportunities for service 
are real and vital. The future glows 
with possibilities if — and that if 
depends on all of us who now are 
members.
